oplum, containing ro taels welght of opium each. 
In the adjolntng raom, which runs mcross the 
ship fram the port to the starboard alleyway, 
and {s used asa mess-room by the officers, 
they found almitar panelling {fo three places : 
{n ane place they found 23 tlos, In another place 
a5 tine and in another place 2 tins of prepared 
optum, each containing to teels weigh of opium, 
Mr. Dennys submitted (hat when these facts 
were. proved the ceotain wes Hable, ondersection | 
; 38 of Ordinance a1 of 1891, which reads “If any. 
«ship shall bo used for the {mportatlop, landing, 
moving or conveying of any oplum in contra- 
‘ vention ‘of this Ordinance, the owners, master or 
agents thereof shall be Hable to a penalty: not 
exceeding one thousatd.dollara.” Proof of the 
oplum being there was sufficlent, unless the 
' master could prove that ft was not there 
with the connivance of any of the ship's 
officers, crew, or servants, and counsel submitted 
_ that from the natare of the places where the 
oplum was found this would be {mpcasible 
‘to prove, . ae ee . 
The evidence of pe. Langley, who made the 
| search, was then heard, -He testified to the 
fects ansct cut{n the opening statement, The 
search and aelzare was likewise explained by a 
Chinese excise-cfticer. An opium tester from 
the Farmer staled that the optum was not pre- 
pired at the oplam Farm here, : It was admitted 
y counsel that Captain Unsworth was master 
of the steamer Avorgwa, and that veasel was 
more than 60 tons buiden, 
.Mr. ‘Dennys asked for a severe penalty, as 
these ships were constantly running {oto this 
* port, and as the evidence of the sefzure shawed, 
these cabins must have been used for this pur- 
pose, The object of the Ordinance was to 
prevent smuggling by Chinese, and section 33 
was put In so. that {no case no one could 
fonnd to clalm the oplum, the master of the ship 
could be made Ifable, For thts reason bo asked 
for the full fine and the forfeiture of the oplum, 
' Mr. Pollock beld that there was no evidence 
to show that Capt. Usaworth. knew of the opinm 
belng there,-or that he used the ship for the 
conveyance-of the -oplum.---After reviewing all: 
the polnts of the case and the provisions of the 
Ordinance, he contended agal!n, that there was 
no evidence to prove that the Captain was 
aing the ship for. the “conveyance of opium 
' agalnst the provisions of the Qrdingtce” and 
therefore be asked that the case agalaost tho 
+ master he dismissed, 
His Worship: [ have very iittle donbt in 
my own mind what my decision will be, but

to think over it, I will reserve judgment’ and 
fet you kaow when I will dellver {t, : 

A charge agalost the second officer, of being 
in possession of two tins of prepared oplam, aod 
having them ‘concealed In his cabin, contrary 
to sectlon g of the Ordinance, was then gone 
into.

Colquhoun, M.LGE.. delivered aa address on 
“The Prose scte of the Niceragua Canal.” Mr. 

les V*Arthur presided” Thechaleman stated” 
Col had jast ‘retatned frome 
C) el ia en sent by 
the Zimes to Central America to Inquire Into 
tho respective merits of the Panama and 
Nicaragua Canale. Mr, Colquhoun stated that of | 
allthe schemes for {nter-cceanic communication | 
the Nicaragua Canal was the only one ‘a! 
present in practical existence, The Panama 
tcheme was, he cald, fw sxtremfs. The 
Nicaragua Cenal Company was formed a few 
ears ago, and in 1893 tho (nancial panic fn the 
Untied States stopped the work, The Com- 
pany then wanted money and applied. to the 
United, States Gave nmert, and there was now 
a Bill. which hed parsed the Senate by which 
the U.S.. Government would give a guarantee 
on the whole work, and retain an interest of 
seven-tenths of the whole stock, and, amongst 
otber rights, have the right of appointing ten 
directors out of fifteen. That Bill would go 
before the House of Representatives carly In the 
next Congress and probably pass. The Canal 
being-then—under—the—control—of-the—Unl 
States, {t was, he sald, most {mportant that this 
country should sco that the waterway was 
neutralised, ; 

Tha Nicaragua Canal was, Mr. Colquhoun 
sald, indisputably the very best of the {ntes- 
oceanle projects in Central America. It was 
immensely favocred by natare : by a'ilfsing the 
bage {nland sca of Lake Nicaragua and the 
river San Juan, the distance between the Atfantic 
and Pacific, 169 miles, was covered by making 
an artificial canal of onl: at 16 miles, The 
passage of the Canal was estimated to occupy 
a8 hours, The cost was put down at 20 thillions 
sterling, bat he considered that eatitnate too low, 
and wasof opinton that 30 millions would be 
nearer the mark. He calculated that abont the 
year 190g, assuming that the Canal wonld be 
Commenced next year, there ‘would .be seven 
million tons of goods asslag through it, An 
effect of the Canal would be incrensed facilities 
of trade with South-western Chins, which offered 
the'Gnest possible market for Engilsh goods. 
He belleved that the. 1 would sender grea 
‘service to the new world than the Suez Canal’ 
does to the old ; that ft will bring Japan, China, 
Australasia, and part. of Malsysla nearer 
to the Atlantic cities of the United States 
than ‘they are now to England i that. {¢ 
would. benefit ‘America in an infinitely greater 
di than It would Europe, which would 
only ‘nse the Canal for trade to the Pacific 
Uttorals and tho' South Sea Islands; and that 
{t would stimulate the shipbuilding trade and 
develop the naval poner o ‘the United States. 
The Canal, Mr. Colquhoun stated, would enable 
America to offer the most serlous rivalry to 
Britain's commerctal supremacy that‘she ‘has 
yet encountered. A special mesting’ of the 
Chamber was afterwards held, when Mr. 
Co'qahoun gave an address on Indo-Chins,
